Hostility, schism, anarchy, fratricide, are 
not of Grid. And yet they exist in Christen- 
dom. Not derived from the All (rood and 
Holy, there is bat one other source to which 
they are due. Human nature is radically 
spoiled, and if we carefully note the experi- 
ence of Emmanuel, we discern that it was all 
that God himself in the flesh could do to keep 
mastership of its independent self- assertions. 
The wilderness was e sore test, Gethaemane 
sorer, and Golgotha sorest of all. These facts 
teach us the solemn And imperative lesson, 
that if it requires "all the fulness of the God- 
head bodily" to enable the Godman to hold 
His pori'ion against the Evil He was incar- 
nate to antagonize, how utterly futile are our 
efforts to be christian without having "our life 
hid with Christ in God." To be intellectual- 
ly christianized, and moulded into sympathy 
with christian ideas and aims by the law of 
solidarity, is yet not Christianity. Mighty 
preachers have I heard who bad power to 
away the minds and emotions ot multitudes 
as the tempest sways the forest, who wire 
evidently not incarnations of God. Their life 
was not the light ol men. Christians are 
more than church -born, or water-born, or pas- 
tor-born. Church and water and minister 
are divinely provided factors, but the birth 
into eternal lile is of God, and is the same 
transaction, according to individual measure 
and intent, as the momentous mystery of the 
perfect incarnation of divinity in Jesus the 
Christ. '■Marvel not that I said unto you, ye 
MUST be born of GOD." To err here is fatal.

We may mistake the incidental for the cardi- 
nal, and proceed to measures not warranted 
by the actual condition of things. Too much 
liberty as christians the church cannot accord 
us, but the devil so easily transforms himself 
into an angel of light, that carnal license puts 
on christian ail's, and blinds and deludes the 
vast majority of Christendom. A true ap- 
prehension of God made flesh by an entire 
brotherhood would work wonders among us. 
The drees question would be taken entirely 
out of the hands of annual conference and re- 
ferred for settlement to the cross ; and when I 
mention the cross, I mean the whole of that 
great consistent, divine human life which it 
represents. To claim to know how to dross, 
or do anything else, apart from the revelation 
ol the divine ideal of humanity in Emmanuel, 
ia sheer nonsense. The life of the man is a 
unit, aa absolute as the life of the Eternal 
God in the man. Wft are PWMMJM fct 
enough tor our good, and very likel y faster 
than corresponds with our true kn 
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Christ, There is nothing gained by trying to 
force a gallon into a pint, or putting new wine 
into old bottles. A really good thing may 
be very bad when adopted before We are ready 
for it The Incarnation would have been 
premature two millenniums earlier. The del- 
uge and the Manger at the same date would 
have been an anachronism. The proposal of 
the Child Jesus at the age of twelve, bad to 
be deferred eighteen year* longer. Thia prin- 
ciple is sadly overlooked. Circumstances and 
their underlying formatives and impolsions 
mast be studied from s divine standpoint if 
we would be oo- workers with God. « We al- 
low things which were meant for our spiritual 
education to occupy an . intellectual ox ey,en 
physical, plane* tho* inning wine into, waferg

the grace of God. into laeciviouBneas." Bo 
eaay it ia for our actions to outstrip our ap- 
preciation of principles. We are *iiavis,whioh 
God seeks to train for His glory and our own. 
Bqt aa the case now stands, owing to the de- 
terio-ation of sin, ''knowledge pufteth up." 
Some of our college cultured clergy are con- 
temptible coxcomb*. The grandeur and 
beauty of the Incarnation is that it makes 
God the bash of our being, out of which is 
to flow all feeling and thinking and acting. 
This deities the dress question forever and 
ever, and college question ditto. Too much 
and too little are troublesome variations. In 
Christ are no extremes. Too much zeal and 
imperfi ct knowledge, or wrong conceptions, 
lead to vandalism. We are allowing what 
we know not how to direct to the ends de- 
signed in our creation. We cannot know 
either ourselves or God, or the media between 
so long as we stand apart in our deepest life 
from the immanence of (iod in humanity. To 
know God as Christ knew him, and to evolve 
life in all its phases out of this fact, this is sal 
viitipn, this it christian deportment, this is 
right church government as it is right per- 
sonal being and relation. I will take it upon 
me to say, and not without mature reflection 
and wide observation, that two of the most 
difficult things for man to do, are dressing 
and knowing. "What is not of faith is sin," 
and Jesus is both "author and finisher of 
faith," so that Christ and faith and life, with 
its entire; outcome, are synonym*. He that 
takes dressing outsidethe principle and mould 
ing of the divine Incarnation, is just so far 
unchristian. Keason must be assigned why 
this particular expression of life is referred to 
another impulse or motive than that which 
made Christ through and through and out 
and out the GWnian. There is only one 
slvle of man that God owns, and that is His 
own humanity, as lived in Emmanuel, What 
this includes and to what it tends and in what 
it ends, is the sum of Christian theology. 
Here, surely we have room for all our thoughts 
and activity. 

Our high schools — not very high, and yet 
for many too high — are a most difficult feat- 
ure of progress to keep within line of the 
great purpose for the illustration and consum- 
mation of which God became flesh. Our col- 
leges and normals are far toocramped to meet 
the christian idea of mental development, and 
yel the partial shallow training they yield 
makes peacocks and gobblers out of many of 
the students. "In Christ are hid all the treas- 
ures of wisdom and of knowledge," and in Him 
only it is safe to know much. Col. - : 3. As 
a church we have missed the divine idea of 
mental culture. In this matter you have very 
clearly not progressed beyond its. For hu- 
man nature to come into the consciousness of 
its capabilities, is, and has been from the be- 
ginning, a peri Ioub crisis. Great intellectual 
acquisitions are necessarily a curse when a 
purely human consciousness is their only ba- 
sis. And other higher basis there can be 
none till God himself comes in the flesh, and 
creates the possibility of anew receptivity 
and new expression /ro/n His inbeing. Hold- 
ing such a view, and claiming it* validity in 
the fact of God Incarnate as the model for all 
christians, much that is published as illustra- 
tive of christian principle is loathsome to all 
right- feeling and thinking. Nothing is more 
pitiable than great mental endowments and 
attainments venting themselves in an uncru- 
cifled element. Jesus never did so, but 
"learned obedience by the things which He 
suffered." "Cb/wiWw Him who endured such 
contradiction of sinners against himself, lest ye 
be wearied and faint in your minds" Hcb. 
5 : 8, and 12 : 3. He never rushed ahead of 
His time, but held back much he might have 
revealed by word and deed, leaving His min- 
istry to be finished by his august successor, 
who was to 'testify of Him." "Looking un- 
to Jesus" with a wide spiritual vision, would 
have prevented all our disruptions and wrang- 
lings and animosities and scandals, and hor- 
rible Christ crucifying, and brother mang- 
ling, because it would have taught us the 
necessary and grand and heavenly lesson to 
wait for the slow leavening of divine Provi- 
dence by the Holy Ghost in effecting changes 
which have been superficially accomplished 
because premature. Unripe things God 
blasts when taken out of His arrangement. 
Wc all know, if we are Bible -readers, how 
God rent the kingdom of Israel in two as soon 
as Solomon was dead, and we know too that 
the schism was penal, and had no reference, 
in the Divine purpose, to change of ritual or 
polity. Jerusalem was still to be the center 
of both divisions, the same mode of worship, 
the same forms of ecclesiastical rule, were to 
obtain, nothing was to be altered hot the ex- 
tent Cat the administrative authority. And 
specialty sigttiftcaat is ths tact tbat the larg- 
at- «aoAd«g.fa>rtj wnatJw more corrupt.

d ege nerated more and more, indulg e d in crim- 
ination and recrimination, waged gigantic 
and merciless wars until they were almost ex- 
terminated. Will we heed the voioe of God 
in history, or will we repeat the sins and fol- 
lies ot ancient Israel V Why should our pa- 
pers be prostituted to so unhallowed a work 
as widening the breach by picking all possible 
defects ana flaws, drawing largely on imag- 
ination and malice to color our caricatures, 
adding count to count to demonstrate that 
those from whom we differ have no part in 
Christ ? If it bits bard, so let it be. I m?an 
to hit, and that not with a child's stroke, and 
wherever I am implicated in the sins 1 de 
nounce, I take the full rebound of my sti oke. 
There is so much noble and Godlike and 
pressing work that waits all our wisdom and 
power and time, and Christ holds out his nail 
pierced hands so pleadingly for our best ser- 
vices and uniesei'ved sacrifices, that it is a 
hu ruing shame that so many hearts still find 
their heaven in stabbing and trampling their 
brethren. We should do all in our power, ac- 
cording to our appreciation of the standard of 
life in the man Uhrist Jesus, to heal the sen- 
sitive, bleeding gashes in the mystical body, 
and this can he done only by the charity that 
Buflereth long and endureth all things, and 
stem, persistent self-crucifixion. So long as 
we stand upon our dignity, and claim our 
rights to the iota, there will never be brother- 
hood, nor the iH>wer which Christian unity alone 
can exert upon the world. The utter self ab 
negation of God in the ff^sh should teach us a 
better lesson. The present state of' things 
could not exist, il Christ had been universally 
and persistently "the wisdom of God and 
the power ot God." Wherever the temper of 
crimination and banter and retaliation crops 
out, and shows mote nativity and vigor than 
forbearance and meekness and self-denial we 
may rest assured Christ is crucified afresh. 
With all our learning, (and it is at the best 
very little.) and facilities and vaunted prog- 
ress, we may be lost, for all these we may have 
minus the essential qualification for Heaven, 
Just as soon as we realize, taking this word 
as representing the profoundest consciousness 
of being, that the Godman stands for, all man, 
arid all that is in each man, both as to sin and 
holiness, in the one as a substitue, in the other 
as a pattern, we will know how to dress, and 
eat, and drink, and study, and debate, and 
live, in the element that makes the Cioss the 
power of God unto salvation. The Christ life 
is beautiful, sweet, mighty, inexorable in 
righteousness and love, and its crowning 
glory is its ready self-sacrifice without the 
sacrifice of principle. As the body is more 
than raiment, the life more than meat, the al- 
tar more than the offering, and the temple 
more than the gold, so the eternal verity of 
the cross is more than the symbol. Bat the 
symbol we must have, and it points to a fact 
just as broad and high as life, and how much 
that comprehends is shown us by God Him- 
self becoming man. Kcce Homo, lines-homo. 
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in scripture. The whole body of teacbers and 
evangelists have a life work in every church ; 
and the charge is, "Exhort one another daily, 
lest ye be hardened through the deceitfulness 
of sin." Every saint needs the truth applied 
continually, for his perfection in holiness. 

Kememuer I am not speaking of the change 
from sin to holiness. The above script urvt 
are not addressed to any who have sine, eith- 
er inbred sin or actual sin. It is addressed 
only to the already sanctified. If any have 
sin they need to rejjent and become holy. No 
growth in holiness is possible before we be- 
come holy. But the great work of sanctifica- 
tion spoken of by the above scriptures, and 
which is the chief business of God's ministry, 
is begun at Bancttfication, when there is entire 
giving up of all to God, and death to this 
world, and resurrection in Christ, and all Bin 
washed away. Then, and not before, are we 
prepared to go on to ported ion. When we 
are entirely sanctified we are as children just 
prepared to learn the things of God, And as 
we learn we become established, rooted, 
grounded and built up in Christ. "Take my 
yoke upon you and leant of me." None have 
Christ's yoke but the sanctified. "Old things 
are passed away, behold all things are become 
new." 2 Cor. 5 : 17. All such are learners, 
true disciples at Jesus" feet, making true pro- 
gress, giowing up into him in all things. 
True gospel unity is clti-cted by this growth, 
till we all come in the unity of the faith. This 
is not done in a moment. Growth in holiness 
is just as i i t a! as to attain holiness in the first 
place. The very moment we stop growth^ 
and fancy wc have it all, we get filled with 
pride and are overcome of Satan. ' This is the 
sad mischief of the popular false holiness.
